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Chain-link business reached its top level in mid-July, with dealers reporting 
erecting business far exceeding any previous year. A sampling on a coast-to-coast 
inquiry basis elicited general satisfaction with the trend to fencing and most 
questioned felt that 1959 would far exceed 1958 in volume. 


Mid-July reports indicated the beginning of a slippage in chain-link erections and 
slight worriment within the trade. The hot pace set prior to this slow-down had dealers 
thinking that business would be strong until late fall. The uncertainty, due to steel 
strike, was generally believed to be the cause.

These are steadily 
being reported by FI's field correspondents as replacing fence sales, especially in areas 
where the price angle and competition is fierce. There is also an upward swing to 
playyard and playground equipment to fill the gap. 


There's a lot of long established fence firm owners who "want out." They are quietly 
seeking to sell. However there are not too many buyers around nor even many showing 

a casual interest. The feeling is, "that it doesn't take much to enter this field and the 
"good will" isn't worth the price asked." The common question from a prospect is, "How 
many people reorder a fence?"

Preservative treated wood volume drops. Commercial wood preserving plants reported 
volume of wood treated in 1958 was lowest in 20 years. The number of poles treated dropped 
from 6 million in 1957 to 5 million in 1958, according to the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. Some 217 million cubic feet of wood products were treated with preservatives 
in 1958, compared to 274.5 million finally reported in 1957.

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DESIGNED FENCE 


fence’s need for well-manufactured lumber in a 

variety of grades, sizes and appearances focuses 
attention upon the 10 fine woods of the Western Pine 
Region. 

These species include Ponderosa Pine, Douglas Fir, 
White Fir, Engelmann Spruce, Sugar Pine, Idaho 
White Pine, Larch, Lodgepole Pine, Incense Cedar 
and Inland Red Cedar. 

Two of the species—Inland Red Cedar and Incense 
Cedar—possess heartwood which in its natural state is 
as resistant to decay and insects as any commercial 
wood in common use. However, the Western Pine Asso- 
ciation recommends every species of wood should be 
treated with a proper wood preservative when it is 
to be exposed to conditions favoring decay or damage 
by insects. This will add many, many years to the 
fence life, and cut down maintenance problems for 
the fence owner.

FENCE INDUSTRY 


Easy working Western Pine Region wood is recommended 
for fence production by the Western Pine Association. 


To this end, the Association developed the odorless 
and colorless “penta” (pentochlorophenol) preserva- 
tive which has become the stalwart of the finished- 
wood treating industry. For long life, simple 24-hour 
dip for post lengths below ground level is recom- 
mended, plus a “brush-on” treatment for exposed ends 
of boards, rails, stringers, post-tops and other fence 
components. 

The 10 Western Pine Region woods combine to pro- 
vide the largest lumber output by any of the nation’s 
softwood regions, and therefore are available practi- 
cally everywhere. Most is seasoned, ideal for fencing. 
All 10 species have excellent nailing and nail-holding 
qualities, are easily worked with hand or power tools, 
and take readily to every surface finishing treatment 
known.

LUMBER GRADES FOR FENCES 


Western Pine region lumber is graded for its appear- 
ance as related to its planned uses. In boards there 
are “select” grades, which are those with few or no 
knots. These are generally used for high finish fencing 
where the effect of their clean formality is desired. 
These may be painted or stained. 

The “common” grades include boards with knots 
ranging in size and number according to standards de- 
fined in the Western Pine Association grading rules. 
Knotty boards yield the charming and informal warmth 
especially desired in much modern fencing, and can 
solve many fence problems economically. 


FINISHES FOR FENCES 


The Western Pine region woods will accept and re- 
tain all general purpose finishes prepared for exterior 
use. The clear grades may be painted or stained or 
left natural. The knotty grades can be painted, and 
resin-bleeding in the knots of the pine species can be 
prevented, if a knot sealer-primer (WP-578-P) is used, 
with an exterior oil paint. For staining, which may 
be much preferable to allow the natural grains and 
knots to show while still adding color, standard exterior 
stains in reputable commercial brands will all serve 
excellently.

SPECIES FOR FENCES 


A selection of 10 species offers a wide variation in 
appearance for fence materials. Each of these woods 
possesses basic physical properties much like the oth- 
ers. Yet each also has its own individuality. Here is a 
brief description of each: 


Ponderosa Pine—Creamy-white to deep straw in 
color. Knots are generally smooth, small and me- 
dium to large in size. Gentle grain configuration. 


White Fir—Flat-white in color, it has interesting 
grain pattern. Strong and stiff for its weight, its 
knots are light brown, of medium size. It is a 
real “stay in place” wood. 


Engelmann Spruce—The whitest of these 10 woods, 
its grain is nearly invisible from a short distance 
away. Characterized by neat array of small knots. 


Sugar Pine—Soft-toned creamy-white in color, dar- 
kens to pale brown sometimes tinged with pink. 
Grain often has light brown flecks. Knots medium 
to large, red in color. 


Idaho White Pine—Color varies from light to pale 
reddish brown, uncommonly smooth grain. Char- 
acteristic red knots (with dark outline) are neat, 
well-patterned, small to medium in size. 


Larch—Mostly reddish (heartwood) with small 
amount of straw-like sapwood. Unusually interest- 
ing grain pattern. Less contrast between knot and 
wood color than in some other species. 


Lodgepole Pine—Deep straw to creamy-white in 
color, satiny glow in grain. Knots range from small 
to medium in size, stand out in neat patterns 
against lighter colored wood. 


Incense Cedar—Reddish-brown with some contrast- 
ing cream-colored sapwood. Distinctive knots range 
from medium to large in size, have definite out- 
line. Flourishes of grain. 


A working fence made 
with horizontal boards.

Douglas Fir—Orange-red in color with narrow, 
light-colored sap ring. Grain is distinct. Knots are 
usually of medium size, blend with color of wood 
more than others. 


Inland Red Cedar—Color varies from dark reddish- 
brown to light yellow; generally, this is one of 
the darkest of the species. Interesting grain flour- 
ishes, medium and larger knots. 


Paneling, ordinarily used as interior wall finish, in charcoal and white, is used here as a swimming pool screen. 
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Stone Mountain, just outside of Atlanta, Georgia, is a solid mass of granite. Too 
many sightseers were falling off the top, so the State of Georgia has fenced it. 


It's HURRICANE 
For The Top Of 


Stone Mountain... 
By Robert H. Brown 


Situated 15 miles from Atlanta, Georgia, is Stone 
Mountain, one of nature’s wonders of the world. It 
is a solid mass of granite said to weigh 1,250,000,000 
tons and rises 1,686 feet above sea level. By the time 
this article reaches print the mountain top will have 
been fenced-in to keep the foolhardy and unwary 
from plunging over its sheer face. 

There’s no record on the number of people killed 
or maimed by climbing Stone mountain or accidental 
falls but one resident of the area, Elias Nours, has 
rescued 36 persons during his lifetime. As a result of 
these accidents The Stone Mountain Memorial Asso- 
ciation headed by Scott Candler put the pressure on 
the State of Georgia to put up a chain link fence 
surrounding the entire mountain top. 

Hurricane Steel Industries, Atlanta office, managed 
by H. F. Threadkill, sold the State of Georgia 7000 
feet of 36 inch 2 inch mesh 6 gauge knuckled top 
and bottom selvage chain link. The State erecting 
the fence with prison labor. One of the guards, a 
former fence erector, named Chief Barrett, supervised 
the erecting with some advice from Threadkill. 

The men erected about 70 feet a day at the begin- 
ning and as they became accustomed to the high 
altitude increased to 100 feet daily. Numerous prob- 
lems were encountered getting the heavy rock drilling 
equipment and compressors to the top of this rock 
mountain. The problem of setting the fence posts also 
delayed the installation. 

It was decided that concrete would not satisfactorily 
hold the posts. It was then 
decided to set the posts j 
in sulphur, one of the 
hardest of materials. This 
could be melted and 
oured. Locating a source 
or stick sulphur in Chat- 
tanooga, 3000 pounds 
were purchased, based on 
1 pound per post. A pro- 
pane melting pot was used 
for the sulphur and work- 
ers ladled this into the | ts Ce 
post holes. According the Propane pot melts sulphur to set posts. 
Hurricane’s Atlanta manager Threadkill, “the only way 
they can remove a post is to take a piece of the moun- 
tain with it.” Posts were set 9 inches deep into the 
granite. 
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Hurricane Steel Industries’ Atlanta manager, H. F. Threadkill, holds on 
to a post while he points out some details to workers. Just a few 
feet in back of him there’s a sheer sudden drop of 900 feet. For 
safety, all persons on the job wore rubber soled shoes. 


All O.D. steel galvanized posts were set at 8 foot 
intervals and loop capped. Whether top rails are to 
be used was not made clear. If not, this fence is going 
to take a beating from visitors leaning on the fabric, 
although visitors are presumed to keep at a distance 
from the fence. Single drive gates were also being 
set at various intervals. Aluminum ties were used 
throughout. Bottom selvage was set above the rock 
surface to permit boulders and other debris to pass 
under the fence. 

Wearing rubber soled shoes for safety, Threadkill 
made numerous trips to the top of Stone Mountain 
to assist the workmen erect Hurricane’s product. It is 
here that Gutzon Borglum famed sculptor of U. S. 
presidents started, but never completed, his gigantic 
works of Robert E. Lee, Stonewall Jackson and Jeffer- 
son Davis, on the sheer granite face of the mountain. 

This may or may not be one of the most unusual 
fence jobs erected, however, fence men _ traveling 
through Atlanta might well visit the top of Stone 
Mountain to enjoy the scenic view for miles around 
and to ponder the question. 
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Installers here are busy getting the fence into place. Note also that 
men are holding on to posts while being photographed. Fabric here 
is set 1 foot above ground to permit boulders and debris to pass 
through and over mountain side. 
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uring mid-August, the Traffic Department of the 

City of Houston, Texas, conducted a series of in- 
dependent and completely impartial tests to check the 
strength of three types of post settings. 

The purpose of these tests were made to serve the 
department with data which may effect all future post 
and fence post installations in the City of Houston and 
the surrounding area. 

The post settings tested, were: A standard six inch 
concrete setting; the Tri-Set post setting; and the 
Anchor post setting. 

Since the introduction of the Tri-Set method of fence 
and post erecting early this year, the old debate of the 
relative strength of ground anchors as compared to con- 
crete settings has again become a matter for discussion. 
This being due to the fact that many veteran fence 
erectors desiring a faster method of installing have 
turned to the newer method of setting posts. 

The results of the impartial tests which took place 
in Houston should dispel any doubts as to the holding 
strength of post settings held by a ground anchor as 
compared to cement. For the tests proved conclusively, 
that under the most severe type of destructive treatment 
both the Tri-Set and Anchor installations held satisfac- 
torily, while the concrete setting was destroyed. 

The officials conducting the test for the City of 
Houston were, C. McEarchen, N. F. Amsler, and D. G. 
Fielder, all with the Department of Traffic and Trans- 
portation, as well as other city officials interested in the 
outcome. Also attending were the representatives of 
Tri-Set, Inc., the Anchor Post Products, Inc., and W. W. 
Barta and Jay Sampson of the Gibralter Fence Co., 
Texas and Louisiana distributors for Tri-Set, Inc. 


Settings given 5 tons of direct pull 
In this series of tests, 2%” heavy duty high tensile 
steel posts were installed. A heavy chain-fall develop- 
ing more than five tons of direct pull was used. Then 
four tests were made as follows: 
1—Tri-Set in direct pull against a standard 6 inch 
concrete setting, minimum depth of 28 to 30”. 
2—Anchor post setting in direct pull against a similar 
standard concrete setting.

Houston test gives some definite answers to a long 
unsettled question concerning the merits of fence 
post anchors versus concrete settings and concrete 
comes out second best. Test conducted impartially. 


The results of these tests are shown in the photographs 
and further explained. 

The importance of these tests to the independent 
fence erectors infers that the concrete type of setting 
will not “stand the gaff’ as compared to the newer 
methods. It is to be further inferred based on available 
information, that a post-setting method such as Tri-Set 
which is made available to independent erectors, will 
speed up jobs thereby cutting down labor and overhead. 
This inference of course, also refers to the Anchor 
method which is used primarily for Anchor Post Prod- 
ucts installations. 

A point which John Clatfelter, President of Tri-Set, 
Inc., calls to our attention is, “that the often overlooked 
sources for business during out of season periods can 
be made profitable with the new post setting methods. 
Cities, states, counties, sign companies, drive-in-theatres, 
and countless others use vast quantities of posts. The 
new methods permit post setting even in hard frozen 
ground.” 

The City of Houston has used more than 30,000 
Anchor type settings during the past ten months and 
expects to use as many or more in the near future. In 
reaching for a share of this lucrative market the Tri-Set 
firm was recently low-bidder on some 6000 settings by 
about $1200.00. This bid was placed through the Gibral- 
ter Fence Co., Houston, Texas distributor for Tri-Set. 

The following information is supplied by John Clat- 
felter concerning tests #3 and #4 where the Anchor 
and Tri-Set setting are competing against one another. 
“Tests 3 and 4 were almost identical with both settings 
holding equally well until long after the total collapse 
of both pipe posts. In test 3, after both posts were bent 
fully to the ground a Tri-Set ring snapped when con- 
tinuing the test to full destruction.” 

“In test 4, both Tri-Set and Anchor held equally well 
and the test operator was forced to abandon the test 
when it became physically impossible to apply any more 
pressure on the chain-fall lever.” After this test, John 
Clatfelter added, “Both posts set with the Anchor and 
Tri-Set methods having withstood more than 5 tons of 
direct pressure against each other were removed from 
the holes. It would have been possible to install new 
posts in either hole, reasonably plumb, in spite of the 
tremendous strain placed on them. An indication of the 
worthiness of this new method of setting fence posts. 
Any metal post, in fact.”

He also displays playground equipment prominently and attracts added trade.

Epon owner of a redwood fence often is a con- 
tractor’s best customer for a chain link or masonry 
replacement. Weary of maintenance troubles, this cus- 
tomer is looking for sturdier fencing material. 

So says L. A. Hasha, owner of the Durable Fence 
Co., 6619 Ventura blvd., in the Montalvo area of 
Ventura, Calif. In 10 years as a fence contractor in 
growing Southern California, Hasha has seen the popu- 
larity of chain link fencing boom. He also has seen 
masonry fencing gain favor despite its higher initial 
cost. 

Both trends are at the expense of redwood, once 
the leading residential fence material in this area, 
although his residential fence business is divided about 
evenly anne the three materials, said Hasha. Masonry 
costs about 25 per cent more than redwood and is 
about twice the price of chain link fencing. 

Popularity of chain link is partly “monkey see-mon- 
key do,” he pointed out. Partly it results from a reason- 
able initial cost and the absence of maintenance. “I 
think a chain link fence, properly constructed, is rather 
neat,” he observed, “and many people for privacy will 
grow plants on it and have a living fence. Chain link 
is generally less costly than redwood, not a great deal 
less initially but there is no maintenance. In a red- 
wood fence the posts in the ground rot off when not 
properly installed—and I’ve seen them rot off in five 
years. Some redwood fences have a life of 20 years, but 
15 years is the average for a redwood fence properly 
maintained.” 

“Initially the cost is considerably more for masonry 
but there is no maintenance. I believe the person who 
has had a redwood fence once will be glad to have 
masonry the next time.” 

Hasha’s company is located on a business frontage 
paralleling a freeway between the rapidly growing 
cities of Ventura and Oxnard. This location provides 
him with considerable drop-in trade, he said, and en- 
ables him to take the maximum advantage of popula- 
tion growth. “In a growing area, the more population 
and new homes, the more children and dogs and the 
more demand for new fencing,” he asserted. 

One successful device for drawing trade is an assort- 
ment of children’s play equipment, swings and other 
big pieces, that Hasha displays in front of his estab- 
lishment. 
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“The equipment is a minor in our business but an 
important minor,” he said. “We put it there for color 
but it has proved to be a darn good sales item. We 
have about 20 items of play yard equipment. They 
make up about 5 per cent of our sales volume but they 
draw a lot of people.” 

For advertising, Hasha relies mainly on sizable ads 
in phone book yellow pages. He does some newspa- 
per advertising. He experimented with radio adver- 
tising but found it unsuccessful. Large signs and flood- 
lighting of the building at night help draw attention of 
freeway traffic. 

In a mobile area a fence contractor can look for some 
repeat trade, said Hasha. “Generally speaking, you 
don’t expect repeat business in fence installations but 
we have many repeat jobs where people add to their 
fences or they move. I have built as many as three 
different fences for the same customer.” He guarantees 
workmanship fully and materials “within reason” on 
his fence jobs. 

“Generally up to a year’s time we almost stand on 
our heads to please customers,” he said. “I used to 
wholeheartedly do almost everything for them. I find 
people take advantage of you but sometimes it’s cheap- 
er to be taken advantage of and create good will than 
to stand on your rights.” Gxtteest co tae &

that THE PRICE IS SECONDARY 


“Can't you do any better?” 

“That's more than I want- 
ed to spend.” 

“Sorry, but it’s way over 
our budget.” 

Despite your skill as a 
salesman, the depth of your 
product knowledge or the 
lengths ys ey go to de- . + + price should not be the 
termine a prospect s needs, dominant sales factor. 
one hard fact remains: scarcely a sales interview 
fails to rear the ugly head of price. 

What can a salesman say—what can he do—to over- 
come this standard objection? 

Those who have mastered it offer many solutions. 
But essentially their advice boils down to this: make 
some other consideration so overwhelmingly enticing 
that price takes its rightful place in the prospect's 
mind—second. 


Accent the Benefits 


“When a man expresses anxiety about your price,” 
says a large-company sales training manager, “he is 
really challenging you to prové 
that your product is worth the 
money. One of the very best ways 
to do that is to build up the de- 
sirability of the benefits you are 
offering in such vivid, personal 
and irresistible terms that they 
crowd out of your prospect’s mind 
any concern over the amount of 
money you are asking him to part 
with. 

“Our men are training to em- 
phasize the exclusive features of our products, then 
to translate them into benefits that no competitor 
can match because they are patented or otherwise 
restricted in availability. A prospect could scour the 
world and still not find the precise benefits we can 
offer him. 

“Once he is made to realize that, his concern with 
price pretty much dissolves.” 

“Check and double-check,” says a district sales man- 
ager for a residential fence company. “The prospect 
who can’t see the benefits for the dollar signs hasn't 
been sold on the uniqueness of your product. We tell 
our men to ‘sell the difference’—that is, to pinpoint 
the precise ways in which our fences stand out from 
veyiog the competition can offer.

. « « build up the benefits. 
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“You can talk yourself hoarse on the features your 
product has in common with the competition and not 
even dent a prospects’ ar- 
mor. Your product is ‘just as 
good?’ Who cares! But con- 
centrate on the differences— 
thereby removing your prod- 
uct from comparisons—and 
your customer can’t say, ‘It’s 
too expensive’ because cost 
is a relative thing. The price 
of whatever youre selling is high only if the identical 
product can be purchased elsewhere for less money. 
The more ways in which you can prove that you're sell- 
ing something unique, the less important price be- 
comes. 

But what if there are no discernible differences 
between your product and the competition’s? 

“Then make yourself the difference,” advises an- 
other district sales manager. “By helping the prospect 
solve his problems, bringing him the latest news in 
your field and generally proving yourself a knowledge- 
able trouble-shooter, you can convince him that your 
higher price is well worth it in terms of personalized 
service. 


. . . Concentrate on the differences 
and make yours the most attractive. 


Make It Easy to Part With the Money 


What really bothers some prospects who hide behind 
the price objection is the idea of suddenly parting with 
a sizeable amount of money. 

Show them how they can 
cushion the blow to their 
wallets—actually or psycho- 
logically—and you may walk 
away with the order. 

Thus, the top salesman for 
an Eastern fencing firm has 
found it surprisingly easy to 
sell his more expensive line 
by breaking down the cost 
in a novel way. 

“For only an additional eight cents per pound,” he 
explains, “you can have a fence that will give you 
estate-like privacy all year long.” 

Many salesmen find it useful to play up the unusual 
terms they can offer a prospect. “You needn't pay for 
six months.” “Charge it.” “Take up to eighteen months 
to pay.” “Suppose we bill you for this on your next 
regular order?” “A small deposit makes it yours.”

Another approach centers about the provable fact 
that quality costs less in the long run. 

Salesmen for the Cyclone Fence Department, Amer- 
ican Steel & Wire Division, U. S. Steel, stress the 
long-range benefits of value. District sales manager 
A. B. Wyllie explains: “A substantial part of a fence’s 
value resides in its ability to withstand corrosion. If 
a man buys a high-quality fence, one made of gal- 
vanized steel, he can be sure that it will last for 
years and years. A cheaper fence, thinly coated against 
rust, will corrode relatively quickly. So our men say, 
‘The price is higher, but the cost is lower. It’s an 
important distinction. For a few extra dollars now, 
the buyer can substantially reduce his long-range fenc- 
ing expenses.” 


Prove That He’s Saving More Than He’s Spending 


Few people mind spending more if really convinced 
they are getting more. Therefore, a persuasive answer 
to the price objection can be the 
valuable extras your higher price 
includes. 

Possibilities: unique guarantees 
of service and parts replacement; 
free use of company resources 
(consultations, point-of-sales ma- 
terial, surveys, sales training for 
dealer personnel); new ways to get double or triple- 
duty from your product; its proven fast rate of turn- 
over. 

Many salesmen successfully overcome the price bug- 
aboo by showing how their product pays for itself. 
“This model is so compact, it takes up less than half 
the space of any comparable machine.” “This equip- 
ment won't rust.” “It’s an investment.” “It does the 
job in half the time.” 

Roy L. Cammann, vice-president in charge of sales 
for the Barret Division of Allied Chemical Corp., has 
found one technique particularly effective. “By far, 
Mr. Prospect,” he says, “the major expense in roofing 
is labor—an expense that is identical whether you use 
a cheap material or a more expensive one. Since the 
more expensive one will last about twice as long as 
the other and only costs 15 cents more per square, 
doesn't it make sense to cut your labor costs in half 
by roofing with the best in the first place?” 

In short: whenever possible, show your prospect 
with mathematical logic that your product or proposi- 
tion doesn’t “cost”; it pays. 


SAVING SPENDING- 
. . . prove he’s saving more. 


Dramatize the Penalties of Non-Ownership 


“Mr. Jones didn’t think he could afford this kind of 
fence, either—until his house was broken into.” 

“The extra safety factors 
built into our product will 
slash losses due to pilferage.” 

“Our engineered  work- 
manship means that you 
don’t have to worry about 
costly breakdowns.” 

Price suddenly shrinks in importance when your 
prospect recognizes how expensive not owning your 
product can be. 

Salesmen for a nationally known electrical fence 
company keep their eyes peeled for newspaper re- 
ports of plant thefts in which important losses were 
sustained. Armed with these vivid persuaders, they 
call on factories in the immediate vicinity of the recent 
mishap. With his neighbor's loss fresh in mind, it’s a 
rare prospect who worries over the price of a fence. 


Sane 
. . » Gramatize non-ownership penalty. 
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Perhaps the ace salesman for a large building special- 
ties firm best sums up the whole price question with 
this simile: “Every product is like a pie cut into eight 
parts. These slices are workmanship, durability, de- 
pendability, quality, prestige, service, extra values and 
price. Since the part is never greater than the whole, 
why should price ever be the determining factor in 
a sale?” 

Why indeed? 


The Power of Positive Pricing 


Few people really know what 
the price of your product should 
be. You set the climate. Quote 
your price apologetically and 
they'll shy back. Introduce it with 
confidence and usually they'll ac- 
cept it. 

Example: the shoe salesman 
who told a customer the pair he __. . price is incidental, 
liked cost $29.50. The customer © Product importance. 
said O.K. The salesman went off to get the shoes 
wrapped, was back in a minute with an apology. “I’m 
sorry,” he said, “| made a mistake—the price is 
$24.50.” 

The customer was prepared to pay $29.50 because 
the salesman sounded so sure of himself.

About 15 per cent of gross sales on fencing and sub- 
sidiary products is Do-It-Yourself trade, said Hasha. 
He does not encourage pry masonry work. He provides 
an instruction booklet for installation of chain link fenc- 
ing and verbal instructions for all jobs. 

“On occasion we set the posts for fences, but mostly 
they take it from scratch. We loan them tools and 
furnish written and verbal instructions. Do-it-yourself 
has increased proportionally to our increased volume 
over the years and particularly since we located our- 
selves on this highway about five years ago.” Previous- 
ly the business was in the city of Ventura. 

The business employs seven persons besides Hasha 
and his wife: five general workers who are primarily 
fence installers, a salesman and a bookkeeper-clerical 
worker. Workers usually make gates for redwood fenc- 
es while installing the fences. For chain link fences 
gates are made on the Hasha business premises. This 
practice is profitable and time saving, he said. 

“Formerly if I needed a gate two inches offsize from 
the standard opening, it took one week to get it. Now 
I am guilty of furnishing one of these in 30 minutes.” 

Most of his fencing materials come from California, 
mainly from the Los Angeles area about 65 miles away. 

Besides fencing, Hasha carries a line of ornamental 
iron for railings, columns and other purposes; alumi- 
num awnings and paints. His fence business is about 
80 per cent residential and the remainder commercial.

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SNOW FENCE 
and how they handle it 


in the State of lowa 


Jean Lyon, Fl’s field reporter in lowa, presents a report 
on what they do about snow fencing in that state, in- 
cluding some comments about opportunities in this field. 


Highway Department superintendents throughout 
the country, (especially where the snow flies) at this 
time of the year, are checking their stocks of snow 
fence rolls, lath pickets and wire and are reordering 
or letting bids to fill their requirements. 

When one visualizes the vast quantities of snow 
fence and wire used by highway, city, county and state 
departments for highways, parks, beach fronts and 
other areas nationally, it seems rather surprising that 
there are not more manufacturers investigating the 
snow fence market. In Minnesota for example, one 
manufacturer of snow fence reports that his entire 
output is used up on the Minnesota demand alone, 
with other suppliers also selling the area. 

In the northern states and particularly Iowa, De- 
cember 1 means be sure that the snow fences are up. 
Old man weather can build up a big fluffy pile of 
glistening traffic stoppers on the highways and byways 
unless the snow fence is there to stop it. Besides, it’s 
more convenient and easier to install before a freeze or 
the snow sets in to slow the process. 

Snow fencing in Iowa began about 1930, that is, 
in any quantity worthy of note. Vast quantities have 
been used since that time however due to better engi- 
neered roads having wider & deeper side ditches, less 
rather than more snow fencing per mile of road is 
being purchased. The fact that more roads are avail- 
able today than in the 30's is a compensatory factor 
and the over all volume is greater than ever. 

lowa State Department highway engineers make a 
careful study of previous years problems and de- 
cide each year as to where additional snow fence 
should be placed. Constant checks by county foremen 
locate trouble spots and permission from farmers in 
farm areas or elsewhere is usually secured on a ver- 
bal basis. Without the aid of the snow fence the 
farmers, doctors, mail carriers and others who Bless

That Snow Fence might have an extremely difficult 
time getting through in many areas where the winds 
and snow are in collusion to stop their progress. 

Snow fence is usually removed about April Ist and 
in the process there is a goodly amount of breakage 
plus that which occurs by wind-whipping and livestock 
rubbing, not to mention willful destruction. The re- 
placement figure runs high. To overcome this cost 
factor many park and highway foremen keep their 
crews busy repairing and filling in. 

Originally the old hardwood slatted, heavy wired 
snow fence was tightened by machine, resulting in 
much breakage. Now the wire is finer, the slats lighter 
and rolls shorter in length and easier to handle and 
less breakage is reported. In lowa snow fence is re- 
used, but always with new tie wire, and the tighten- 
ing is done by hand. 

Snow fence in Iowa is purchased by the State High- 
way Department on bids let at Ames where a shop 
is also maintained to handle the snow fence installa- 
tions. Last year, on September 16th, bids were let for 
73,500 lineal feet of snow fence; 1,350 snow fence 
posts and 40,000 pounds of snow fence wire. The ex- 
cessive Winter just gone by may have created more 
business for some suppliers. 

E. S. Gaynor Lumber Co., of Sioux City, Iowa 

got the bid on snow fence at .1246 to .1347 cents 

per lineal foot which included freight to various 
points in Iowa. 

S. Hanson Lumber Co., Ames, Iowa, got the bid 

on snow fence posts at 96c to 98c including freight 

to points in Iowa. 

American Tie Wire Co., Gowanda, N. Y., got the 

bid on snow fence wire at $14.48 per 100 pounds.

Old Oil Tank Serves A Purpose 


A home-made sand box built into the carrying truck 
is proving a time-saver for American Fence Company 
of Fanwood, New Jersey, since it saves the laborious 
chore of using bags or chutes and cuts down on trips to 
the quarry. 

John F. Marko, owner, obtained a used 275-gallon 
fuel oil tank from a house being torn down and fitted 
it across inside the back of his one-ton (Ford) rack 
truck, bolting it down to the floor. Then he put a metal 
divider about half-way into the tank, using one com- 
partment for sand, the other for gravel. A hinged lid 
was placed on top to keep box covered when not in use. 

Marko estimates that since he obtained the box for 
nothing, cost of the innovation came to less than $10 
for cutting and welding the center baffle. But he esti- 
mates that this expense is negligible considering the 
time saved. 

American Fence deals mostly in chain link with a 
few split rail jobs, mainly for residences. During 1959 
the firm has put up 40 jobs in the Fanwood, N. J. 
area for individual homes. Marko contends that chain 
link is preferred in his area because customers believe 
it offers better protection for pets and children than 
other types of fencing.

70,000 Swim Units Predicted 


Like most current segments of the 
U. S. economy, the boom in swimming 
pools is accelerating rather than level- 
ing off.
